Air Force Officer

Force colonel

tod ay 
of 
sev en

charges. He was sentenced to 
three y ears’ imprisonment and 
a fine of $15 ,000 by ’a general 
cou rt-martial of sev en colonels 
and a brigad ier general. 
Col. Gerald V. Kehrli was ac­ 
q u itted on one cou nt, that he 
asked a sergeant to obtain m ari­ 
ju ana for him last Sept. 15. He 
was conv icted of asking "the 
same sergeant and other enlist­ 
ed men in his sq u ad ron to pro­ 
cu re mariju ana for him on other 
d ates, of smoking and possess­ 
ing mariju ana and of giv ing it 
to men in his u nit. 
By not d ismissing him from 
the Air Force, the cou rt left 
Kehrli eligible for pension u pon 
retirement. His length of serv ­ 
ice makes him eligible to retire 
now. 
The v erd ict and sentence are 
su bject to au tomatic rev iew by 
Gen. Lu ciu s D. Clay Jr.. com­ 
mand er of the 7 th Air Force, 
and the Cou rt of Military Re­ 
v iew in Washington.

Farmers Bank Marks 
Its 1 25th Anniversary 


When Zadok Street, first white 
child born in Salem, spearhead­ 
ed 
the 
organization 
of 
the 
‘Farmers Bank” in 1846, little 
did he realize that his brainchild 
125 years hence wou ld be the 
largest 
bank 
in Colu mbiana 
Cou nty with resou rces approxi­ 
mating $50 million and seven 
offices in five commu nities. 
Bu siness by barter! Travel by 
stagecoach! Su ch was the order 
of the day when the bank was 
officially organized as a branch 
of the State Bank of Ohio Feb. 
16, 1846. It had a capital of 
$100,000 distribu ted among 103 
investors pu rchasing from one 
to 179 shares of stock at $100 
per share. 
The bank issu ed its own bank 
notes, 
thereby su pplying the 
commu nity with the necessary 
cu rrency requ ired by bu siness 
activity. Its economy was large­ 
ly 
dependent u pon farming; 
however, there were woolen and 
fu rnitu re factories, a tannery, a 
fou ndry, and a newly establish­ 
ed plant produ cing steam en­ 
gines. The Society of Friends 
had bu ilt a brick meeting hou se 
on Dry Street and a campaign 
for fu nds was u nderway to bring 
a railroad to Salem which be­ 
came a 
reality 
that 
year. 
Among the 1.000 inhabitants of 
Salem in 1846 were many who 
had seen Salem literally carved 
ou t of a wilderness withou t a 
single wagon trail — and now a 
bank! 


SIMEON JENNINGS was the I 
first president with John H. Eb-j 
bert as cashier at an annu al! 
salary of $700 In addition to; 
Jennings, the board was com-1 
prised of John Dellenbau gh, Za­ 
dok Street, Samu el Chessman, 
Allen Farqu har, Lemu el Bing­ 
ham, and Joseph J. Brooks who 
played an important role in or­ 
ganizing the bank, also serving 
as the first treasu rer and legal 
cou nsel for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 
On a national scale, 1846 was 
an eventfu l year filled with his­ 
toric events, inventions, and in­ 
novations. James K. Polk, serv­ 
ing as the eleventh president of 
the United States, was beset 
with domestic problems which 
led to ou r war with Mexico from 
1846 - 1848. The sewing machine 
was patented, the rotary print­ 
ing press was invented, and the 
postage stamp was born al­ 
thou gh it was not introdu ced to 
the pu blic u ntil the next year. 
The Smithsonian Institu tion was 
fou nded in Washington, D. C. re­ 
su lting from a $550,000 gift from 
James Smithson, 
an English­ 
man who had never even visit­ 
ed the United States. * 


it the validity of the law. J. H. 
Qu inn, cou nty treasu rer, came 
u p from New Lisbon with a pos­ 
se of ten men and demanded 
the taxes which were refu sed. 
After a second attempt he ob­ 
tained possession of the bank, 
and, not having the keys to the 
vau lt., finally forced an entrance 
throu gh crowbars, bu t fou nd no 
money. Thorou gh search being 
made, there were fou nd in the 
chimney flu e, a nu mber of bags 
of coin, with which the sheriff 
retired; bu t the end was not yet. 
Su it was afterwards brou ght by 
the bank, the action of its offi­ 
cers su stained, and the law ev­ 
entu ally repealed. The odiou s 
enactment became known as 
‘The Crowbar Law’.” 
In the closing days of the Civ­ 
il War, it was decided that the 
commu nity’s 
postwar 
needs 
cou ld better be served if the 
bank obtained a charter from 
the United States Government 
u nder the terms of the National 
Bank Act of 1863. On April 1, 
1865. The 
Farmers 
National 
Bank was granted Charter No. 
973 which it still holds. J. Twing 
Brooks, son of J. J. Brooks, be­ 
came president.

THE 
BANK celebrated 
its 
100th anniversary in 1946 by 
moving into its present location 
at E. State St. and N. Broad­ 
way. Since 1857 it had been lo- 
rated ju st a few doors east. On 
April 15, 1950, the bank merged 
with the Peoples State Bank of 
Lisbon now operating as the 
Lisbon office. Another new of­ 
fice was opened in Hanoverton 
in 1954, and a drive-in, walk-in 
stru ctu re known as the Sou th 
Side office on S. Ellsworth was 
opened in 1956. In 1968 a simi­ 
lar office was opened on E. 
State St. near the city limits. 
The merger with the Citizens 
Savings Bank of Colu mbiana, 
finalized in Ju ly of last year, 
added two additional offices, one 
being the Citizens office in Co­ 
lu mbiana, the other, the Leeto- 
nia office. 
J. R. Sanders became the 
bank’s 11th president in 1968. 
Past presidents and their terms 
of office are as follows: Simeon 
Jennings (1846-1854); Joseph J. 
Brooks (1854-1862); J. Twing 
Brooks (1862-19 01); R. V. Hamp

HISTORY TELLS that Salem 
actu ally had a tax war. Qu oting 
from The Colu mbiana Cou nty 
History: 
“Salem became the scene of 
a short war, carried on abou t 
1853 or 1854 to test the consti­ 
tu tionality of a law. The Demo­ 
cratic Party had come into pow­ 
er and the legislatu re of Ohio 
had passed a law au thorizing 
the cou nty treasu rer to levy and 
collect taxes in addition to those 
called for by charter. The State 
Bank of Salem (that is, the 
Farmers Bank) being the only 
chartered bank in the*Cou nty, it 
was determined to test against

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TV News. Not 'Theater' 


One of the great promises of television that has 
faUen sv.or. of rea’ization is in the area of news 
ier>orur*g, of serving as a sort of living, visual his­ 
tory book in our homes. 
Many of us expeced that television would be 
showing us the news instead of talking about it, 
complains one Nick Kalivoda, director of media 
.services a 
Louisiana State University. 
But this has not happened, he says. “Instead of 
watching the XYZ Evening News, we find oursel­ 
ves watching the XYZ Evening 
News 
Theater, 
starring Wal er, David and others . . . 
‘ A television newscast is still primarily a man 


it. a studio reading us the news, and too often when 
he says *We go to Rome for tha: story,’ we see 
ano her actor telling us what’s happening instead 
of showing us.” 
Television news is stagnated by a personality 
eul , says Kalivoda. If newspaper editors had the 
same a.titude toward news handling as television 
newsmen, we wTould see a generous sprink ing of 
photographs of the reporter accompanying each 
story convincing us “ that repor.er Dick Smith is 
just as important as the news he writes.” 
Kaiivoda's criticism is accurate, but i‘ seems 
unduiy h2rsh. He may be talking less about a fail­ 
ure than about an inherent limitation of television, 
less about a difference in the “attitudes” of tele­ 
vision and newspaper editors than about fundamen­ 
tal differences in the two media. 
Just as it is impossible for a newspaper to bring 
motion pictures to its readers, it is well nigh im-

possible for a television station (some of which are 
owmtc by newspapers) to escape creating a “per- 
sonali.y cult” around its newscasters—simply be­ 
cause they are seen and heard. 
No sooner was television born than that process 
began as a matter of survival. News is pretty much 
the same on any ne work or channel. 
Given a 
choice, people will turn to the one that has the 
mosi attrac ive newscasters, the liveliest format, 
•he most dazzling weather displays. 
And to capture the widest possible audience for 
their spiels, so will the psonsors who make it poe- 
sibk for a channel to be on the air in the first 
place. 


THIS HAS LED TO certain annoying practices, 
such as a dulcet-voiced announcer giving a few 
tan.alizing headlines—the “ top of the naws”-—to 
temp* us to s ay with the channel pending a half- 
dczen intervening commercial messages. 
Bui in ihe final analysis, it is extremely expen­ 
sive and many times impractical for television to 
“show” us the news rather than “tell” us the news 
—that is, to send crews of cameramen to cover ev­ 
ery story. Thus someone has to sit there in the stu­ 
dio and read most of it. 
Nevertheless, the famous newscas.ers ought to 
get out of the acting 
business, 
says Kalivoda, 
“Theu role in the newscas s should be negligib e, 
and if a network loses its audience because it loses 
a prime personality, this is evidence it has offered 
tncater instead of news.” 
But if a network, or a channel, loses its audience, 
what will it matter how much news it presents if 
nobody is watching? 
We need both media, the printed and the visual. 
For a complete, current news, free of persw .l- 
lties and “ theater,” newspapers are essential. 
On the o.her hand, te’evision by its nature is 
‘theater,” an entertainment medium. And so news­ 
paper can compete wi h what television does best 
in the fieid of news reporting—the background doc­ 
umentaries. 


Value of the SALT Talks 


Possibly, just possibly, the money, time and ef- 
for. the United States is putting into its participa­ 
tion in the Strategic Arms 
Limitation 
Talks is 
worthwhile. But it is doubtful. 
*nie third round of the negotiations concluded in 
Helsinki with little visible progress having bean 
made. A joint comminique issued at the conclu­ 
sion of the sessions stated that a wide range of 
questions dealing with the 
problem of 
limiting 
armaments “was considered” and that a number 
ot aspects on m atters previously discussed were 
clarified. 


THE SOVIET UNION and the United States have 
agreed to hold another round of talks at Vienna in 
March where it is expected that both delegations 
again will continue to set forth their views. 
But complex as the issues may be it seems high­ 
ly unlikely that in the 55 formal sessions already 
held, plus many informal meetings, nothing of sig­ 
nificance could be agreed upon—if both parties were 
sincerely interested in reaching agreement. 
President Nixon, while stating outright that he 
loes not look for a comprehensive agreement, nev­ 
ertheless is optimistic concerning progress being 
made in the talks. 
We susoect that his optimism in this instance is 
ill-founded. But he probably feels world opinion has 


required the United S’ates to particlna'e in round 
after round of SALT talks. 


MEANWHILE BOTH the Soviet Union and the 
United States continue to build up and improve 
both their de.'ensive and offensive weaponry. 
Wt contend the ta ks conceivably could succeed 
in bunging true peace but only if a desire for them 
to succeed exists on the part of the leadership of 
both nations. In the absence of this condition the 
talks seem largely wasted effort.

He’s a poor man 
in a rich sort of way. His pen­

can labor movement split. 
As long as Jimmy H. is the 
Teamsters president, in or out 
of prison, the AFL-CIO won’t 
touch him or the Brotherhood it­ 
self. Every insider at the A F ^ 
CIO Executive Council midwin­ 
ter session knows this. Labor 
President George Meany 
just 
won’t co-exist with Hoffa any 
more than he would with Mao. 


THIS 
WOULD deprive 
the 
mainstream of America labor 
of some 2.1 million teamsters 
and some $2 million in annual 
per capita 
dues. 
There’s no 
doubt that this would curtail the 
kind of new-era, educational, 
automational and organizational 
action needed to unionize mil­ 
lions of new and young workers 
in and out of the nation’s cen­ 
tral cities. 
This split, too, would keep 
powerful teamster leaders from 
returning to city aid state cen­ 
tral labor bodies for joint politi­ 
cal and organizational drives. 
National labor unity would breed 
a fraternity with impact in po­ 
litical and 
social 
action. 
So 
would Teamster money, not only 
nationally b u t on the local 
fronts. 
This was not the fashion in 
which the script was to be writ­ 
ten at the AFL-CIO’s 35-man 
high council meeting here. Vir­ 
tually all union chiefs had ex­ 
pected Hoffa to play possum un­ 
til the U.S. Parole Board meets 
late next month, take his pen­ 
sion, make his plea, promise to 
stand aloof from all union poli­ 
tics and activities, and wander 


off into the 
sunset 
at 
abjut 
$2 000 a week. 
“Fitz” was expected to run 
for president, wih, send Jimmy 
something like a 25-year pin for 
a good try — and take the huge 
Teamster union into the mother 
federation. 
Then 
the 
United 
Auto Workers was expected to 
follow — and so whip into mili­ 
tant action a labor movement 
20 million Strong since many 
of the independents would fol­ 
low the leader. 
But this script has also chang­ 
ed.. Such leaders of the auto 
union 
as 
President 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
Emil Mazey, 
and 
Doug Fraser haven’t the slight­ 
est intention of rejoining the 
AFL-CIO “in the foreseeab’e 
future.” This is the message 
delivered to some high council 
members. 
Why the swift rewrite of pro­ 
jected history? Well, the auto 
union leaders took the Big Three 
car makers like Hannibal’s ele­ 
phants tok the Alps. Once sliv 
and 
introspective, 
Leonard 
Woodcock 
came 
through 
the 
strike with unprecedented gains 
—not only in money but in prin­ 
ciple, such as retirement at $509 
a mon'h after 30 years’ service. 
Now he must unite his union, 
refill its treasury, replenish its 
war chest and be re-elected on 
his own at the union’s next con­ 
vention in Atlantic City come 
1972. So not until the following 
convention in ’74 is there likely 
to be any real talk of return to 
the AFL-CIO. 


TRUE THE SPECTER of Wal­ 
ter Reuther does not haunt eith­ 
er the union or its leaders. But 
Mr. Woodcock isn’t about to 
smudge the redhead’s image. 
“ Walter” made a crusade and 
a career of attacking the AFL- 
CIO, of assaulting George Mea­ 
ny, and of talking about organiz­ 
ing the unorganized in the an­ 
cient slogans of his Socialist 
youth. 
Mr. 
Woodcock 
believes 
he 
would dishonor Walter’s mem­ 
ory should he take the big auto 
union back into the AFL-CIO 
and sit cheek by jowl with the 


man Reuiher reviled. 
Furthermore, it would cost 
the 
impecunious 
auto 
union 
about $1 million annually in 
per capita dues. Additional hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
w. uld ba paid as dues to local 
city and state labor bodies. And, 
as one national auto union lead­ 
er says, “we’d be paying just 
for the privilege of being out- 
vo ed by men and unions more 
conservative than we, more in 
the status quo. We have our own 
Citizen Action Programs. 
We 
want to spend the money as we 
wish. So why go in? We won’t. 
We’ll work together, but that’s 
all for a very long time. 
“Just look at he difference 
beween us and George Meany 
and the AFL-CIO on the war. 
We’re doves. They’re hawks. It’s 
better we stay out.” 
Thus to each his own — po­ 
litically, 
organizationally and 
fraternally. Aoparently there’s 
no solidarity forever.

Llsposable 
personal income rose sharply 
throughout 1970 by about 8 per 
cent. But worries about unem­ 
ployment and the economy caus­ 
ed a cutback in the increase fn 
s anding, and total outlays mov­ 
ed up only 6.5 per cent, which 
is about three fourths as rapid­ 
ly as in 
the 
two 
preceding 
years. 
Consequently,

covered about 7.5 per cent of 
income in the second and third 
quarters of last year. Retail sal­ 
es spread in December, but 
sl”ggishness in the final quarter 
of 1970 suggests that the high 
rate of savings was continuing.

The growth in the cost of 
new plant capacity is producing 
a cutback in the real volume 
of inves'ment outlays, and there 
may be a larger decline in 1971.

ed. 
Residential housing is expect­ 
ed to be a source of stimulus in 
1971.

THE FIRST NATIONAL Bank 
of Chicago in its bulletin says 
at this point: 
“Nevertheless, 
the recovery 
will start the economy back on 
its longer-term growth track 
serving as a firm base for a 
further expansion in 1972. Equal­ 
ly important, a moderate recov­ 
ery in the economic activity 
should make a further reduc­ 
tion in inflation possible, to per­ 
haps a 3 per cent rate by late 
in the year. While this is still 
uncomfortably high, it will be a 
far cry from the 6 to 7 per cent 
rates of 1969 and early 1970.” 
There is unquestionably 
an 
undercurrent of confidence that 
within the next 18 months the 
country will witness a decided 
change for the better in the 
economy. Most of the forecasts, 
while not predicting a glowing 
prosperity, convey the idea that 
conditions will be far more fa­ 
vorable than they were in the 
years 1969 or 1970 and that the 
“ recovery” goal will in large 
part have been attained.

New York Bank 


Cuts Prime Rate 


NEW YORK (AP) - Bankers 
Trust Co. announced today a 
one-quarter percentage point re­ 
duction in its prime lending 
rate. 
Bankers Trust became the 
first major New York City bank 
to lower its prime rate after the 
Federal Reserve Board’s ap­ 
proval Friday of a reduction to 
4% per cent from 5 per cent in 
the discount rate at 11 of the 12 
district reserve banks. 
Bankers Trust cut its prime 
rate—the rate of interest banks 
charge their bggest and most 
creditworthy customers—to 5% 
per cent from 6 per cent, effec­ 
tive immediately.

In addition, 
the bill would provide up to $500 
million in royalties for minerals 
and oil found on the land and 
give the natives clear title to 10 
million acres of land. 
Testimony also is expected on 
bills proposed by Sens. Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and Fred 
R. Harris, 
D-Okla., and by 
Reps. Wayne N. Aspinall, D- 
Colo., and James Haley, D-Fla. 
Kennedy and Harris plan to 
introduce a bill they say is 
backed by the Alaska Federa­ 
tion of Natives. It would give 
the natives 60 million acres of 
land plus the cash and royalties 
of the Jackson bill. 
The bill sponsored by Haley 
and Aspinall would give the na­ 
tives title to three times the 
acres occupied by their villages 
and permission to hunt, fish and 
trap on an additional 40 million 
acres.
